Grayling area officials are 
planning to attend the Natural 
Resources Commission (NRC) 
meeting next week to support 
the sale of land for the $161 mil- 
lion theme park proposed to be 
built south of Grayling. 

But as of Tuesday, 
Department of Natural 
Resources (DNR) officials said 
they have yet to receive a mem- 
orandum to put the sale of the 
1,800 acres for the Mainstreet 
America, Inc. theme park on its 
Thursday, April 10, agenda. 

DNR staff typically finalize 
apendas for the NRC meeting a 
month in advance. 

Patrick Crosson, project man- 
ager for Axiom Entertainment, 
has proposed to build the $161 
million Mainstreet America, Inc. 
theme park on 1,800 acres of 
land, located east of I-75 and 
north of Four Mile Road. 

DNR officials have been wait- 
ing for the last several months 
for developers to submit finan- 
cial documents and other infor- 
mation about the project before 
the sale of land is considered.

Grayling Charter Township 
officials are applying for federal 
funds to build a fire department 
substation, but offtcials say it has 
more to do with planning for the 
future than with the legal battle 
being waged with the City of 
Grayling over fire department 


operations. 
Planners from the Northeast 
Michigan Council of 


Governments (NEMCOG), a 
nonprofit agency which provides 
planning and grant writing ser- 
vices to municipalities in an 
eight-county region, recently 
issued a notice to apply for U.S. 
Department of Agriculture Rural 
Development funds for the town- 
ship to build a substation. 

The township is seeking 
$700,000 in federal funds to 
build the fire department substa- 
tion and equip the facility with 
two fire trucks. 

Last year, the township pur- 
chased property located off of 
East M-72, near Staley Lake 
Road, to build the substation, 

Terry Wright, the Grayling 
Charter Township supervisor, 
said officials are following up on 
those plans in seeking the feder- 
al funds, and insists the planned 
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construction has little to do with 
the lawsuit filed against the City 
of Grayling over current fire 
department operations. 

“This is an enhancement of 
our current fire services, and has 
nothing to do with the fire 
department dispute the township 
has with the city right now,” 
Wright said. 

In January, the township board 
authorized the lawsuit against 
the City of Grayling. Township 
officials are seeking the return of 
a cominittee of township and city 
Officials to oversee the opera- 
tions of the Grayling 
City/Township Fire Department. 

The lawsuit was prompted 
after failed negotiations to renew 
a mutual operating agreement 
between the city and the town- 
ship, which expired in June 
2007. 

The Grayling City Council has 
proposed that the Grayling 
City/Township Fire Department 
be considered as a department of 
the city, and should be adminis- 
tered by Grayling City Manager 
David Thayer. 

Township officials have 
balked at the proposal, seeking 
to have a committee of city and

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township officials administer 
the operations of the fire depart- 
ment. Township officials claim 
that they have had an agreement 
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to operate the fire department 
with the city for 6] years. 

The operating agreement, that 
expired between the city and the 
township, required the township 
to pay 70 percent of the operat- 
ing costs for the fire department 
and the city to pay 30 percent of 
the expenses. The proposed 
agreement,. which officials are 
still abiding under, calls for the 
township to pay 60 percent in 
operating costs and the city to 
pay 40 percent of the expenses. 

Since the City of Grayling 
was incorporated in 1935, it has 
sponsored a volunteer fire 
department under.the city man- 
ager's direction. 

The city formally created a 


_ fire department in 1947, under 


the direction of the city manag- 
er, and provided fire services 
county wide. 

In 1973, the city declared that 
it could no longer provide fire 
services county wide. Grayling 
Township agreed to contract 
with the city for services. The 
rest of the townships started 
their own fire departments. 


The first legal mutual operat- 
ing agreement between the City 
of Grayling and Grayling 
Township was approved in 
1974, according to city officials 


in response to the lawsuit. 


If an agreement ‘can’t be 
reached, the township is seeking 
to divide the equipment used by 
the fire department with the city, 
as well as be compensated for 
the township’s interest in the 
fire hall located next to Grayling 
City Hall. 

Both Thayer and Wright serve 
on a board that.oversees NEM- 
COG operations, so city offi- 
cials are aware of the township’s 
plans. for the fire department 
substation. 

“It's something that they're 
doing independently, with no 
discussion with us, and I don't 
know where it's going,” Thayer 
said. 

Wright said that the township 
board wants the substation to 
serve residents and businesses 
in the outlying portion of the 
township, located east of the 


~ City. 


“We need that substation, 
regardless of what happens with 
the lawsuit,” Wright said. 

In March, 46th Circuit Judge 
Janet M. Allen ordered City of 


Grayling officials and Grayling 


Charter Township to attempt to 
mediate the dispute over the 
jointly run fire department. 

Allen ordered the mediation 
hearing to be held within 90 
days, while attorneys are 
preparing their cases for trial. 

Township officials previously 
suggested Dr. Lynn Harvey, a 
retired expert in governmental 
policies from the Michigan 
State University Extension 
Service, facilitate a mediation 
hearing between the two entities 
before they filed the lawsuit. 
City officials opted not to take 
part in that offer to resolve the 
dispute. 

Wright said that township 
Officials are fully prepared to 
find a middle ground in the dis- 
pute that will be suitable for 
both communities. 

“That’s always been our posi- 
tion,” he said. 


South Branch man dies from 
self-inflicted chain saw wound

A 41-year-old South Branch 
Township man took his own life 


_ last week by cutting his head 


with a chain saw after police 
said he unsuccessfully tried to 
reconcile an estranged marriage 
with his ex-wife. 

Steve Gregory Walther died at 
Mercy Hospital Grayling on 
Wednesday, March 26, after 
being transported there in an 
ambulance for a fatal head 
injury. 

Crawford County Sheriff’s 
deputies were dispatched to a 
home in the Indian Glens of the 
AuSable subdivision in South 
Branch Township, at 12:25 p.m. 
on Wednesday, March 26, for a 
domestic assault in progress, 

The woman in the home 
called the police when Walther, 
who she was granted a divorce 
from on March 17, came to 
retrieve some of the personal 
property he was awarded in the 
divorce agreement. 46th Circuit 
Trial Court Judge Janet M. Allen 


signed a judgement of default 
for the divorce, which means 
that Walther did not answer or 
contest the court filings made by 
his wife, according to Crawford 
County Circuit Court records, 

After talking to his ex-wife 
about reconciling their relation- 
ship, Walther became upset and 
threatened to hurt her and him- 
self with a knife he had taken 
from a drawer, police said. 

The woman called 911, then 
fled the home with her dog, 
seeking help from a neighbor. 

Sgt. Randy Baerlocher, from 
the Crawford County Sheriff’s 
Office, was patrolling in the area 
and arrived at the home at 12:37 
p.m. 

When he arrived, Baerlocher 


found Walther collapsed in the 


driveway with a self-inflicted 
wound to the head. Baerlocher 
said that Walther retrieved a 
chain saw from a shed and cut 
himself in the head. He was still 
alive and responded to 
Baerlocher's questions. 
Ambulances from South 


Branch Township Fire 
Department and Mobile 
Medical Response _ treated 
Walther at the scene. A 
NorthFlight helicopter from 
Traverse City was requested to 
respond to the scene. The heli- 
copter arrived at a landing site 
created at Scott’s Wood 
Products, located at the intersec- 
tion of West Federal Highway 
and Billman Road. But, after 
evaluating Walther and discov- 
ering that his condition was 
deteriorating quickly, emer- 
gency personnel transported him 
by ambulance to Mercy Hospital 
Grayling. He died a short time 
after arriving at the hospital. 
Walther used to live in Cass 
City, but has resided in 
Crawford County for the last 10 
years, Baerlocher said. 
Baerlocher said that Walther 


had a history of domestic assault 


and mentat health issues. 

“Tf the woman had not left the 
home, in my opinion, she could 
have been the victim of a homi- 
cide,” Baerlocher said.

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Resolution reached over propane pricing

Parties involved in litigation 
over local propane prices have 
finally agreed to a resolution. 

Michigan Attorney General 
Mike Cox announced, last week, 
that he reached an agreement 
with Inergy Propane, LLC, 
which resolves claims of exces- 
sive pricing of propane. 

Last month, Cox filed a notice 
of i intended action against. Inergy 
for allegations: of price gouging 
after 1 receiving complaints from 
consumers, Consumers com- 
plained of being charged as much 
as $4.39 a gallon for propane. 

The state’s top law enforce- 
ment official took the action after 
Connecticut attorney Lawrence 
Friedman, who owns a home in 
Frederic, filed a class-action law- 
suit against Inergy Propane of 
Kansas, Mo., and the companies 
it owns in Michigan, in February. 
Friedman is a customer of 
Gaylord Gas, a company owned 
by Inergy Propane. 

After hearing two days of testi- 
mony, 46th Circuit Court Judge 
Janet Allen ruled that Inergy 
Propane has violated the 
Michigan Consumer Protection 
Act. 

Allen ordered Gaylord Gas to 
reimburse its customers for over- 
priced propane this winter and 
issued a temporary restraining 
order to prevent the company 
from collecting fees or continu- 
ing to overcharge customers. 

Friedman filed the lawsuit 
after he was charged $3.49 a gal- 
lon for propane. He later learned 
that the average price for 
propane, during the same period 
‘when the gas was delivered, was 
$2.45 according to Michigan 
Public Service Commission 


Nottingham 


A fire, which remains under 
investigation, destroyed a garage 
located at the corner of Old Dam 
Road and Nottingham pie on 
Sunday.

The home is owned by Donna 
and Larry Carpenter. Their son, 

‘Rick Carpenter, also lives in the 

home. 

Larry Carpenter had just come 

_into the home and was preparing 
a meal when he heard a popping 
sound, noticed the fire, called 
911 and got the family out of the 

house, said Grayling 

‘City/Township Fire Department 
Chief Russ Strohpaul. 
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reports, and $2.41 per gallon 
from U.S, Department of Energy 
Records. 

Inergy has agreed to provide 
partial refunds or credits to eligi- 
ble residential customers who 
had not entered into a fixed-price 
contract for propane with Inergy 
between November 1, 2007, and 
February 29, 2008. Inergy will 
also waive some of its customary 
fees for these customers. 

In addition, nergy | will offer 
capped’ or ‘fixed- -price ‘contract 
options to all of its residential 
non-contract customers for the 
time period of June 2008 through 
May 2009. Inergy indicates these 


contracts will be offered for less. 


than $3 per gallon. The sign-up 
charge for these fixed contracts 
will also be waived. 

“I am pleased Inergy Propane 
worked with my office in order to 
resolve this matter quickly," Cox 


- said. “Today's resolution will 


allow consumers an opportunity 
for refunds and an opportunity to 
work with Inergy Propane to 
secure propane at a locked-in 
lower price," 

Inergy Michigan President Jim 
Cross praised Cox for standing 


- up for consumers, and reaffirmed 


that the agreement shows that 
their’ company’s. prices are fair, 
consistent with the market and 
standard for the industry. 

“Even though propane prices 
in Michigan and nationwide are 
near of at their highest levels in 
history, the fact is most of our 
Michigan customers are paying 
below market rates for propane,” 
Cross said. “This agreement with 
the attorney general supports the 
fact that our prices are not exces- 
sive, are consistent with the 
industry and are fair given the 
record propane prices we are 


experiencing nationwide.” 

Cross said that residential 
propane prices are about 60 per- 
cent higher than a year ago at this 
time. Propane is a by product of 


‘crude oil and natural gas and 


both products are at all-time 
record highs. : 
“Customers who do not have 
price insurance contracts are not 
happy because propane prices 
are at their highest levels ever,” 
Cross said. “We're not happy 
either, because we also aré pay- 


-in ‘record high prices to buy the 


propane we are supplying to our 
customers. No one is happy 
about it, but that’s not price 
gouging.” 


The case was heard in 


Crawford County Circuit Court 


since Friedman filed the action 
against Gaylord Gas in Grayling. 

Inergy has a number of retail 
facilities in Michigan which 
operate under regional brand 
names, including Blue Flame 
Gas, DeCock Bottled Gas, 
Lagasco Propane, McBride Oil 
& Propane, Northwest Energy, 
Pearl Gas, Petoskey Propane, 
Progas Propane and Quality 
Propane. 

- The class action lawsuit was 
transferred to U.S. District Court, 
before it was dismissed after the 
resolution was reached last week. 

Friedman said he gained a bet- 
ter understanding of propane 
pricing after meeting with com- 
pany officials. 

“T’ve met with Inergy and 
understand the price of propane 
is dictated by a volatile market. 
Inergy reacted to that market,” 


Friedman said. “I appreciate the ~ 


cooperation I received from the 
attorney general and the staff of 
Inergy Propane in rene this 
issue.” 


Drive garage destroyed 


The fire started in the garage, 
which was fully engulfed when 
firefighters arrived, 

Crawford County Sheriff’s 
Deputy Dean Goss, a former 
Grayling City/Township _fire- 
fighter, told Strohpaul that he 
heard an explosion when he 


arrived at the scene. 


Strohpaul said that tires on a 
van parked in the garage likely 
popped when they were melted 
by the fire, and no other explo- 
sions occurred while firefighters 
were on the scene, 

Firefighters were able to stop 
the fire at the wall of the garage 
attached to the family home, 
which sustained smoke damage. 

The roof of the garage, which 
was a total loss, had collapsed, 
The van was also destroyed in 


the blaze. The garage was 
insured, Strohpaul said. 

Beaver Creek Township Fire 
Department assisted firefighters 
with battling the blaze. Mobile 
Medical Response was also on 
standby at the scene. 

Firefighters remained on the 
scene until 6:30 p.m.

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Is it just me, or am I the only 
one who plays by the rules any 
more? 

Yes, I’m referring to the 
Michigan Democratic 
Presidential Primary fiasco. 

I thought it was all laid out 


pretty clearly. So did the 
Democratic National Committee. 
It told Michigan ~ in no uncertain 


terms — that if Michigan were to 
move its primary election ahead 
of the DNC’s selected four annu- 
al first primaries — Iowa, New 
Hampshire, Nevada and South 
Carolina — Michigan would lose 
its delegates at the Democratic 
National Convention, set for 
August in Denver. 

Pretty clear. Like three strikes 
and you’re out. Like 10 yards for 
a first down. Like most points 
wins the basketball game, fewest 
strokes wins the golf match. 

But the Michigan Dems decid- 
ed they didn’t need to adhere to 
those rules. The primary got 
scheduled and, in an attempt to 
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have more of an impact on who 
will be our next President, 
Michigan jumped ahead of 
Nevada and South Carolina. 

I can see the logic: Why should 
400 people in Montpelier, New 
Hampshire, be responsible for 
helping to eliminate some of the 
“good” presidential candidates 
before people in states like 
Michigan even get a chance to 
vote?

And Michigan Republicans 
were not blameless in this mess. 
Both primaries were moved to 
mid-January, in hopes of giving 
‘our state more clout. But the 
national GOP did not put any 
restrictions on what candidates 
could do in our state. There was 
no delegate threat.

OMH Oncology and Infusion Center is open to patients 


Patients, family members, 
nurses, pharmacists and oncolo- 
gists are just some of the individ- 
uals who visit Otsego Memorial 


Hospital’s Oncology and 
Infusion Center in the course of 
one day. 


As of Dec. 3, the newly reno- 
vated Oncology and Infusion 
Center opened to patients. 
Hundreds of local residents are 
now able to receive oncology 
and other infusion-related thera- 
pies, in this new state of the art 
building, such as IV antibiotics, 
blood transfusions and IV regi- 
mens for chronic illness in a 
facility close to home. 

This center makes patients feel 
like family during difficult treat- 
ments, and now this newly reno- 
vated building provides more 
space for patients, families and 
friends. 

“T am protective of my patients 
~— they are my family and we 
take care of them just like they 
are family,’ said Shirley 
Andrews, Oncology and 
Infusion Center Supervisor. 

Tim and Roberta Hudson are 
such patients that became a part 
of this family. Tim completed tri- 
weekly chemotherapy treatments 
in early winter, each lene: more 


than six hours. 

During his extensive treat- 
ments, he became very familiar 
with staff and patients. After this 
set of treatments, he had a three- 
month “vacation,” his wife 
Roberta says, for “good behav- 


ior.” They traveled to Florida to. 


see their son. He just recently 
returned and is continuing treat- 
ments. 

“We were off for three months 
and then we came back last week 
for the first time ... everybody at 
the center kept asking where we 
had been and how were we 
doing. It was like coming 
home,” said Roberta. 

The renovations allow for a 
visitor chair next to each treat- 
ment chair and increased space 
around each treatment chair for 
staff and family members to 
move around freely. 

The clinic treatment chair did 
not have its own curtain, result- 
ing in limited privacy for each 
patient. 

“We just didn’t have a way to 
segregate the patients who really 
need privacy or were in pain,” 
said Gary Libstorff, OMH oncol- 
ogy nurse, 

The new clinic has more chairs 
and more space between each 


station than the previous build- 
ing. In addition, it has two pri- 
vate treatment rooms, enclosed 
by a sliding glass door. 

Patients who seek privacy have 
just that in a comfortable and 
accessible setting. Not only does 
the new facility allow for 
increased privacy and easy 
access with dedicated parking, 
but the renovations almost dou- 
bie the size of the current center, 
allowing for 10 treatment chairs 
and two private treatment rooms. 

“Often, we used to have 
patients waiting to receive treat- 
ment, especially in the summer. 
We often had to ask them to 
come back, or give them a lunch 
voucher for the hospital cafete- 
ria, because we just didn’t have a 
chair available for them at that 


-moment. The renovations change 


this greatly,” said Andrews, 

The total cost of the renovation 
project is $360,000. The project 
is entirely supported by the

Susan Haddad, spokesperson 
for the MainStreet America 
project, met with Crosson on 
Tuesday. She said developers 
are secking a slot on the NRC’s 
April 10 agenda, and will have 
the list of requirements request- 
ed by the DNR ready for state 
officials. 

Haddad, however, said that 
developers are still working with 
the project’s financial backers. 

“We are still negotiating on 
our end, but at least they will 
know who our financial partner 
will be,” Haddad said. 

Dave Stephenson, chairman 
of the Crawford County Board 
of Commissioners, said Crosson 
has received a letter of interest 
from the Remington Financial 
Group, a Philadelphia based 
firm, at a Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners’ meet- 
ing last month. Stephenson said 
the firm still needed to do its due 
diligence on the proposal before 
making a final commitment. 
Stephenson added that Crosson 
was also working on obtaining 


similar financial documents 
from a Canadian-based financial 
firm. 

The Grayling Regional 


Chamber of Commerce has 


secured a chartered bus that will 
transport local officials and citi- 
zens to the NRC meeting, The 
chamber is charging $25 per 
person to ride the bus, and as of 
Monday, half of the 55 available 
seats were spoken for. 

“We wanted to round up all of 
the key leadership in Crawford 
County to go down in support of 
the DNR selling this land,” said 
Kim Millikin, the interim direc- 
tor for the Grayling Regional 
Chamber of Commerce. 

The property, where the theme 
park is proposed, was set aside 
by the DNR in 2000 for eco- 
nomic development. The 
Crawford County Economic 
Development Partnership over- 
sees purchase proposals for the 
property, 

Kay Cosgray, chairwoman of 
the Crawford County Economic 
Development Partnership, said 
Crosson plans to speak to the 
NRC for informational purposes 
only to detail his plans for the 
development. 

Cosgray said officials plan to 
attend the meeting to back the 
project and may address the 
board. 

“We want to show there is a 
huge support group up here for 
the sale of the property,” 


Cosgray said. 

Haddad was pleased to hear 
that a bus load of people plan to 
attend the meeting in hopes of 
getting across the fact that there 
are people who would like to see 
the project to come to fruition. 

“It’s obviously a wonderful 
addition to what we’re trying to 
do and we're happy about that,” 
she said. 


Dave Freed, chief of land and 


facilities for the DNR, said they 
have received no formal notifi- 
cation to place the project on the 
April agenda. 

Freed said that Mindy Koch, a 
resource management deputy 
for the DNR, has been in discus- 
sions with DNR _ Director 
Rebecca A. Humphries regard- 
ing the project and the upcom- 
ing meeting. 

“The cart is a little ahead of 
the horse, because the depart- 
ment has not made a final deci-

Given the scope of the proj- 
ect, and the state’s agreement 
with Crawford County to devel- 
op the land, Freed said that the 
commission would likely take

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Many seniors miss out on food assistance

More than 550,000 Michigan 
families participate in the food 
assistance program, but accord- 
ing to the League for Human 
Services and Department of 
Human Services, thousands of 
eligible senior citizens don’t. 

Approximately 5,000 to 
10,000 seniors, in southwest 
Michigan alone, aren’t taking 
advantage of such programs, 
according to Andrea Meewes, 
project director of Michigan’s 
Coordinated Access to Food for 
the Elderly (MiICAFE), an organ- 
ization that helps seniors get food 
assistance. 

And according to Kate White, 
executive director of Elder Law 
of Michigan, many seniors aren’t 
aware they qualify for food assis- 
tance, so they don’t take the few 
steps required to register. 

“More and more adults are 
falling into poverty every day,” 
White said. “They don’t know 
they qualify for food assistance, 
as well as things like Medicare or 
Medicaid. But having that extra 


assistance can be a huge increase 
in monthly disposable income.” 

The number of people receiv- 
ing food assistance in the state 
has gone up more than 10 percent 
in some counties from 2006 to 
December 2007, an economic 
security study by the League for 
Human Services said. 

White and Meewes cited the 
rising costs of housing, gas and 
medical care as the reason for the 
increased number of eligible sen- 
iors. Meewes emphasized the 
cost of prescription drugs, 
because the average senior is on 
three to five daily medications. 

“A lot of people are paying 
money out of pocket, especially 
for Medicare premiums,” 
Meewes said. “Everything in a 
senior’s life is going up in price 
dramatically.” 

The average benefit for seniors 
on the program is about $60 per 
month, plus up to $100 in 
Medicare savings. The MiCAFE 
program includes an application 
for medical assistance to pay 
insurance premiums. 


Caseworkers in Human 


Services have been forced to 
increase their caseloads from 200 
cases to up to 1,000 cases, 
Director Ismael Ahmed said. 

“One third of the peopte in this 
state are in or near poverty,” 
Ahmed said. “When a third of 
our people can’t get by on the 
money they make, we need to 
attack this. 

“So many low-income seniors 
are able to get food stamps, but 
they haven’t done so,” he said. 

According to White, MiCAFE 
recruits volunteers in counties, 
including St. Joseph and 
Kalamazoo, who are trained to 
help seniors fill out the Internet 
forms, conduct eligibility inter- 
views and complete other one- 
on-one steps they would other- 
wise have to do at a state office. 

Meewes said one reason sen- 
iors don’t apply for food assis- 
tance is because they don’t like 
going to a Department of Human 
Services office. 

“It’s not a comfortable envi- 
ronment for seniors,’ Meewes 
said. “It’s overcrowded, the case- 
workers are overwhelmed.

“They've worked hard at life, 
they’ve raised a family, they’ve 
been active members of their 
communities. The least the stafe 
can do in return is to give them 
the resources to buy food.” 

Both White and Meewes 
stressed that all eligible seniors 
can take advantage of food assis~ 
tance, Because it’s a federal enti- 
tlement program, there’s no limit 
on the number of people who can 
receive benefits. ', 

“Sometimes seniors think they 
need to save food assistance for 
younger families with children,’ 
Meewes said. 

“But that’s not the case. It’s not 
a limited benefit at this point. 
Seniors aren’t taking someone’s 
spot, they’re simply using a 
resource that’s been specifically 
provided for them,” she said.

A short time later, he 
signed up for classes on how to 
make bamboo fly rods taught 
by Wayne Cattanach at the Fly 
Factory in Grayling.

place in downtown Grayling 
where over a dozen businesses 
will each feature an artist. 

The art works range from oils 
and watercolors to pyrogravure 
(wood burning an image onto 
paper), stained glass, wood 
carving and ceramics. A 
unique feature of this year’s art 
walk is the showcasing of two 
art forms related to trout fishing 
— hand-made bamboo fly rods 
and fly tying. 

Making a bamboo fly rod 
begins with a 12 foot length of 
bamboo about two inches in 
diameter. It takes Niemann 
about 25 hours to get enough 
thin wedges of bamboo planed 
to the precise taper to glue up a 
rod. With the gluing, varnish- 
ing, sanding, attaching the eyes 
and lathing the cork handle, it 
takes over 100 hours to com- 


plete a bamboo fly rod. 

“T make less than $5 an hour 
building one of these, but ] 
enjoy putting my name on 
something beautiful and well 
made,” Niemann remarked. 

Like many artists, Niemann 
supports his art habit with a 
day-job. He works at DuBois 
Lumber Company in Grayling. 

Back in the 70s, Grayling was 
little more than a pit-stop for 
Niemann as he traveled from 
downstate to Marquette where 
he attended Northern Michigan 
University. 

As his interest in the area 
grew, he began spending part of 
his summers camping and fish- 
ing near Hartwick Pines. In 
1992, Niemann and his wife 
bought six acres on the river. 
By 1998 he was building a 
home and transitioning from a 


part-timer to a resident. 

The Watershed Art Project is 
the effort of a half a dozen local 
citizens who meet once a month 
to organize projects to promote 
fine art in the Grayling area. 

The Grayling Spring Art 
Walk is partially funded by a 
mini-grant from the Michigan 
Council for Arts and Cultural 
Affairs. The mini-grants for 
our region are administered by 
Kirtland Community College. 

The first event organized by 
Watershed was an invitational 
art show held during the 2007 
Downtown Christmas Walk.

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Stronger steps against 
elder abuse advocated

When a Wayne County man in 
the early stages of dementia 
reported that his savings began to 
disappear in large withdrawals, a 
friend called the police and said 
he suspected a home health care 
worker, 

After her husband died, a 
Wayne County widow was 
befriended by a neighbor, to 
whom she granted power of attor- 
ney. The woman was put in a 
nursing home, although she was 
able to live on her own, while the 
neighbor retained access to her 
finances. 

The widow finally moved from 
the nursing home, but not before 
her neighbor sold her house. 

Katie Graham, managing attor- 
ney at Neighborhood Legal 
Services of Michigan in Redford, 
said she hears of cases like these 
every day. Graham specializes in 
elder law and spends most of her 
time helping senior citizens out of 
financially exploitive situations. 

“It’s most often a caregiver or 
family member,’ Graham said. 
“Seniors have to be careful about 
who they give power of attorney 
to or sign joint accounts with. It’s 
very sad.” 

Preventing such abuse and neg- 
lect is the aim of the legislation 
intended to end the financial 
exploitation of seniors, 

The bills are especially direct- 
ed toward banks and other finan- 
cial institutions, and would make 
it mandatory for their employees 
to report suspected elder abuse to 
Adult Protective Services or local 
police departments. 

Banks would also be required 
to provide joint accountholders

with a summary of their rights 
and would require a person grant- 
ed power of attorney for a senior 
to sign a contract pledging to act 
in the senior’s best interests. 

Third parties- limited not just 
to bank employees but also to 
friends, relatives or concerned 
strangers- would also be allowed 
to file a complaint on the senior’s 
behalf, an important step in 
reporting abuses, said Jo Murphy, 
executive director of the 
Michigan Medicare Medicaid 
Assistance Program, 

“We have had laws for many 
years saying that schools, doctors 
and nurses are supposed to report 
suspected child abuse,’ Murphy 
said. “It should be the same thing 
for elder abuse.” 

Anita Salustro, associate state 
director of the AARP, also 
stressed the need for third party 
reports of financial fraud. 
Salustro served on a task force 
that investigated elder abuse in 
2005, and said her group heard 
testimony from banks as well as 
seniors that “strongly motivated” 
the legislation. 

“One judge told us it was a no- 
brainer,” Salustro said. “He asked 
us why everyone isn’t a mandato- 
ry reporter. Our recommendation 


to make banks mandatory 
reporters was unanimously 
approved.” 

Christine Jones, residence 


director of Bowman House, an 
assisted living facility in Three 
Rivers, said many residents have 
been financially exploited, gener- 
ally by friends and family. 
“When you have families and 
non-registered organizations in 
charge of a senior’s life, it’s very 
easy for them to take advantage

“Any time you have an extra set 
of eyes to prevent that from hap- 
pening is good.” 

Financial exploitation can 
come from a variety of sources, 
Salustro said, from telemarketing 
and door-to-door sales scams to 
freeloading friends and relatives, 

Because seniors often have 
limited mobility and are isolated, 
they may fall prey to a friendly 
face, Salustro said. 

“When the nice young man or 
friendly young lady comes along 
and is so helpful, they can be 
taken advantage of,” she said. 
“That’s not true of all older 
adults, but it does happen more 
than we would like.” 

Lynne Boursey, executive 
director of the St. Joseph County 
Commission on Aging, empha- 
sized the damage unethical care- 
takers may wreak on seniors’ 
finances, 

“Drug-addicted relatives might 
abuse their prescriptions,” 
Boursey said. “Others might sell 
them to get money. Friends might 
move in and not pay rent. These 
situations are going to have a 
heavy impact on seniors’ finan- 
cial situations.” | 

In Boursey’s experience, 
friends and family are a bigger 
problem than fraud by strangers. 

“In our area, it’s not the drive- 
way-sealer or the salesman that’s 
exploiting them,” Boursey said. 
“It’s the people they know and 
love.” 

Insurance benefits are another 
sticking point for seniors, 
Murphy said. She emphasized 
unethical sales practices such as 
not giving enough information 
about the policy being sold or the

“Sf a senior has Medicare or 
basic health insurance, they 
might need a supplemental! poli- 
cy, but it needs to be one that 
makes sense and they can afford,” 
Murphy said. “If they already 
have full coverage, it’s like hav- 
ing car insurance and having 
someone talk you into buying 
bumper insurance.” 

Graham also warned against 
financial planners who may gain 
access to seniors’ accounts by 
offering investment or tax assis- 
tance. 

“Make sure you get good legal 
advice from a licensed attorney,” 
Graham said. “Know exactly who 
controls your money.” 

Salustro recommended that 
seniors get on the national “do 
not call” list, which will lessen 
their vulnerability to telemarket- 
ing scams. 

“I give a lot of talks to senior 
citizen groups, and that’s the first 
thing I tell them,” she said. 
“Sometimes seniors are so isolat- 
ed that they will talk to these peo- 
ple on the phone, and before you 
know it, they are sending them a 
check. Some calls might slip 
through, but it will definitely 
raise awareness.” 

Murphy also offered tips for 
seniors and their family, friends 
and caregivers. 

“Never let anyone hurry or 
force you into making a deci- 
sion,” Murphy said. “By all 
means, always make sure to get it 
in writing. Always be able to have 
a phone number where you can 
ask follow-up questions where 
someone isn’t in your home pres- 
suring you,”
